NEW INSTINCTS OF CAUTION ' 
Why docs anyone require instruction in safety? Arc 
the old instincu of self interest and self preservation 
dead within us that we need a lot of ballyhoo and * pro- 
paganda to keep us alive? ' , " .^ ' 

Wc have often wondered just where the safety move- 
ment fitted into the philosophical scheme of things but 
it was only by chance that we got a clue to it. A little 
pup not much bigger than a pint of apple beverage want- 
ed to cross the street. The stream of cars tearing along in 
both directions augured ilPfor his expectancy. But he 
walked along the curb to the. corner where there was a 
controlled pedestrian crossing and there, first looking to 
the left and then to the right, he crossed in safety. 

That pup*s anccsters undoubtedly were saved many a 
time from their natural enemies by their instincts of 
self preservation, insrincts which they in turn undoubt- 
edly handed down to our friend the pup. But of what 
use were they against a stream of automotiles? Of what - 
good arc our senses as safeguards, when they arc constant- I 
ly subjected to a roar of sound, a' flood of light, smells 
and tastes a hundred fold greater than even our immed- 
iate ancestors knew? Not much. We ^ Have to learn as 
did the pup that certain things are safe and others are 
unsafe, — arbitrarily, by taboo. Like table salt and cyan- 
ide of potassium, the middle of the block or the corner 
with its signals. 

The reason for safety propaganda is economic. Tlic dead 
and mutilated are full tof knowledge by experience but 
they are not good for much more than examples. It is 
cheaper to teach new instincts of caution. It is cheaper
